Three drays placed on the northeast cor- 
ner of the old square served as a platform 
for the speakers, on which Uncle Billy 
Young, the "hero of three wars," (and 
never fought in either, except as a team- 
ster) Hiram Ward and other candidates 
for democratic preferment, were given 
seats of honor. Then the pow-wow open- 
ed, with a conservative speech by Juilgc 
Thornton.who was introduced by tlie irre- 
pressible S. S. Jack, who was a strong 
Seymour man and is not very enthusiastic 
over the nominations at Cincinnati.— 
The Judge in his remarks paid a high 
compliment to Gen. Hancock, and briefly 
discussed the issues involved in the cam- 
paign.

introduced. The Captain turned himself 
loose on the party which he has opposed 
in his feeble way since its organization.
